t>n top of the wild and rugged range 
of knobs that form a watershed be¬ 
tween the Big and Little South Fork 
in. Caaey countv. is a flat area of land 
known for many miles around as 
‘'Chestnut Flat.” The traveler may 
look in any direction, and he sees one 
blye mountain peak after another, 
which seem crowded so close together 
that the fertile valleys are almost lost 
m confusion of view. One would nat¬ 
urally conclude that above all others, 
this would be the one spot, selected by 
the swarthy sons of the forest as a 
rendezvous, and place suitable to de¬ 
posit valuable treasures. Thirty years 
sgp a straggling deer or a flock of wild 
turkey* might have been seen under 
the large chestnut trees feeding on the 
rich mast which was scattered around 
in profusion. A few years ago your 
correspondent passed over the ridge. 
On the side stood a typical log cabin, 
•ecupied by a lone widow; the sur¬ 
roundings would naturally remind one 
of Indians, bears and pioneer days. It 
was over this high table land that a 
trail of the Cherokee Indians had run. 
uniting their Southern homes and hunt¬ 
ing ground with that ot the “Dark and 
Bloody ground." 

It was over this trail that those 
dusky warriors had probably travel sd 
for centuries past, carrying with them 
the spoils of war and the chase. 

It was probably back in the thirties 
that an old man, named Buford Peyton, 
who lived on the Big South Fork, 
bought a tract of land on this elevated 
plain, containing one hundred acres, 
from the government. One day as he 
was trying to locate his line he chan¬ 
ced to step on ft large chestnut log, 
which was so rotten that his foot went 
through and to his utter astonishment 
and great joy there lay in that old log 
a high pile of silver and gold. Could 
it be a tact, or was he dreaming? That 
he might not be deceived he must han- 1 
die some of the precious metal, so he | 
delved down through the rotten wood 
and sure enough there lay the rich 
treasure, which it seemed had been put 
in a trough and hidden under the log. 
We imagine we can see the man as he 
hurries from that lonely mountain top, j 
with a glad heart and beaming counte¬ 
nance to bis humble home. He had 
only found what men all along down 
through the ages have sought, but yet , 
what never has satisfied the cravings ; 
•f the human heart. He took into his 
sonfidence a man named David Young, 
who was working for him at the time, 
to whom he gave twenty-five dollars in j 
gold to help him carry the money away 
and kyep it a secret as well. Each 
armed with a tow linen sack, they 
stole silently through the then almost 
unbroken wilderness to the place where 
the precious treasure lay concealed and 
earned it off and when measured out 
there was found to be just one bushel 
•f gpld and silver. Peyton’s neighbors 
often wondered where he got, and how 
be came in possession of so much mon¬ 
ey, which he seemed to always have 
*•» hand. Dot they never knew, for 
Seth met kept the secret buried deep 
dowo in their hearts. But the money 
loving Cherokee, having not forgotten 
his long hidden wealth, once again turns 
his face towards the sacred spot. Si-; 
lentljr and almost secretly they trace j 
the now hidden Indian trails through 1 
the rugged mountains until they reach 1 
the very log in which the supposed 
metal lay; it was gone, but where! and 
how! So interested were these dusky 
«>na of the forest in the recovery of ■ 
she treasure that a large reward was 
offered for the money, but, of course, , 
it was never found. But Peyton’s con¬ 
science would not keep quiet. He j 
feared that Young had, or would, re¬ 
veal the secret, and that the indians 1 
would take revenge, so he moved with 
his family and effects to the then far 
•ff and almost unsettled Hoosier state, i 
My informant's father, who was bom 
in 1815, moved him. In a four horse 
wagon among the plunder was a box 
so heavy that it was handled with diffi¬ 
culty which, no doubt, wa* the Indians’ 
Inst treasure. 

The question‘naturally arises how did ; 
these red men come in possession of so ; 
much money? The supposition was that 1 
the Indians in their raid* on the fron¬ 
tier of Lincoln county and other expos¬ 
ed portions of Southeastern Kentucky,
